the strike last summer, but it is. 
expected that a general dissatis- 
faction among dairymen again 
will be voiced locally. 


Meeting October 25 


Upstate dairy leaders 
threat- 


ened today to cut off New York 
city's milk supply for the second 
time within two months unless 
farmers' September returns are 
based 
on a price 
agreement 


reached at the conclusion of their 
last bloody "milk strike." 


Terming an announced uniform 


price of 52.08V2 
per 
hundred- 


weight (47 quarts) for September 
3.5 milk as a "direct challenge to 
farmers," Archie Wright, 
chair- 


man of the Dairy Farmers Union, 
said he had instructed union of- 
ficials to stage protest meetings 
October 25, the day the checks 
are received. 


"Unless the farmers' checks are 


based on the $2.15 price agree- 
ment," Wright said, "there will be 
a strike against all milk dealers 
and co-operatives the morning of 
October 26." 


Directed Boycott 


Wright last August directed a 


union boycott of metropolitan dis- 
tributors and the nine-day "strike" 
cut New York's milk supply nearly 
60 per cent. The $2.15 price was 
a compromise settlement reached 
at a conference called by New 
York's mayor, Fiorello LaGuardia 
after the union had demanded a 
52.35 price. 


The union leader's 
statement 


came almost simultaneously with 
an announcement by E. M. Har- 
mon, administrator of the federal- 
state orders for the metropolitan 
area, establishing a $1.79 price, 
plus a "premium" 
payment of 


29% cents, for September milk. 


It drew immediate comment 


from J. O. Eastlack, secretary of 
the Metropolitan Milk Distributing 
Agency, that of anything is wrong 
with the price it is the fault "of 
the estimate on the part of the 
estimators." 


"Any dealer who has met that 


price (2.08Vi) has discharged his 
duty to both the mayor's agree- 
ment and the order," 
Eastlack 


said.

Senator Pittman (D, Nev.), 


chairman of the foreign relations 
committee, proposed the amend- 
ments. It would wipe out the pres- 
ent bill's provision allowing credits 
of not more than 90 days. This 
provision had been criticized by 
many senators on both sides of 
the arms embargo controversy, 
who 
contended 90-day 
credits 


would provide an entering wedge 
for longer credits that might drag 
this country into war. 


In a statement to newspaper- 


men, Pittman said that, inasmuch 
as it was the intention of his com- 
mittee to require settlement in 
cash or cash equivalents as de- 
fined by the attorney general, he 
deemed it wise to "avoid any con- 
fusion or any misunderstanding" 
by striking out the entire provi- 
sion. 


Other senators predicted that 


the administration leaders would 
not make a further change sug- 
gested by Senator Taft (R., Ohio) 
and some others that credit to 
private firms in belligerent na- 
Lions, as well as to the belligerent 
governments themselves, be pro- 
iiibited.

Oak. One British and two French 
merchantmen were sunk over the 
week-end.

man said the delegates, who re-

crowds watching the delegates re- 
turn indicated the nation's feeling 
that it was facing a crisis.

In Istanbul it was said Turkey's 


foreign minister, Sukru Saracoglu, 
had rejected three Russian de- 
mands—for recognition of the par- 
tition of Poland, formation of a 
neutral Balkan bloc under Russian 
domination, and expansion of Bul- 
garia and Russia at Rumania's ex- 
pense.

arations were stepped up on hear- 
ing reports that Soviet troops 
were massing in the Caucasus fac- 
ing Turkey and Iran.

ATOMIC POWER 


More and more energy is placed at man's 


disposal. It is a common experience now for 
a man to scoot along the road with the 
power of 100 horses. Machines in our fac- 
tories and locomotives on the railroads work 
smoothly with thousands of horsepower, and 
we think little of it. 


Nowadays, though, scientists seem to think 


such power, produced by fuel combustion, is 
crude and wasteful. They interest themselves 
more and more in the realm of "atomic 
energy," trying to uncork and apply to 
human use the vast electric energies known 
to be locked up in atoms. If you attack an 
atom in just the right way—an atom so tiny 
that millions of them could rest on the point 
of a pin—you may be able to release a couple 
of hundred million volts. And if you could 
thus uncork a lot of atoms continuously, you 
would have electric and mechanical power 
beyond the dreams of practical engineers. 


And how do you uncork or unlock an 


atom? It is explained by Dr. Frederick Joliot 
of France, a Nobel prize winner. You just 
"hit an atom of a certain form of uranium 
squarely in the nucleus with a slow neutron 
fired from a cyclotron or other atom-smash- 
ing machine." And then you keep on doing 
it, at the rate of perhaps a billion times a 
second, and you have a flow of immense 
power. 


It seems rather simple, doesn't it? And 


yet, we're not quite sure we could hit that 
atom squarely in the nucleus. Suppose we 
missed, and the atom didn't like it, and pro- 
reeded to hit us squarely in the nucleus? 
A hammer sometimes does that, and even a 
trained gas motor will backfire.

KIDS DOFF PLUG HATS 


Comments have been printed occasionally 


in this country to the -effect that a revolution 
is under way in England, and it must be so. 
What doubt there might be is swept away 
by the astounding news that the boys at 
Eton, the famous and aristocratic prep 
.school, have quit wearing top hats. For gen- 
erations they have worn that weird headgear 
everywhere, even to classes, and so far as 
the outer world could tell, they may have 
slept in it. 


What has brought about this tragedy or 


triumph, according to the way you look at 
it? Credit it to Hitler. They couldn't wear 
ihc lids and the gas masks both, and life is 
more even than toppers. 


The kicis will still wear "their usual morn- 


ing coals and white ties," which may be some 
comfort to thorn and their parents. But life 
will never thc same at Eton. They might 
even come, in time, to our crude American 
sweaters and shorts, but it would take a cou- 
ple more world wars to drag them that low. 


FARMPERILS" 


People who think of farm life as an idyl 


of peace and safety are dreaming. It isn't 
so peaceful any more, and it certainly isn't 
safe. A writer in the American Medical 
.lournal insists That farming is "an exceed- 
ingly dangerous occupation, the hazards of 
which arc not universally appreciated." 


And (he barn, center of so many nostalgic 


dreams 1o boys who have gone to the city 
and made good, is the center of the danger 
zone. Half of all the accidents on the farm 
occur in the barn or the barnyard. 


"It certainly was not so in the old days," 


the old-timers may say. And they will be 
partly right. Farming always was dangerous, 
but is much more so now. Mechanization has 
wrought the change. To thc usual mishaps 
from animals, tools, weather, and so on, are 
now added vehicles and machinery which, 
while saving labor, make greater hazards. 


PIG PROBLEM" 


An unusual problem has been agitating the 


city of Tiffin. Ohio, a town of 17,000 people. 
There seem to be lot of pigs in that town, too 
many for thc comfort of many citizens. Peo- 
ple keep them in their yards, in spite of a 
recent ordinance which forbids raising swine 
within 300 feet of dwellings. 


There has been a good deal of agitation 


now for enforcement of the law. Thc pig- 
raisers stand on their porcine rights, and are 
supported by many citizens who have no 
direct interest in pigs but have a keen in- 
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TREATMENT OF MENTAL CASES 


When you read of thc wonderful results obtain- 


ed in mental cases hy the use of the insulin and 
mctrazol shock treatments, you may wonder why 
all cases arc not treated by these methods. 


What must be remembered is that before these 


newer methods of treatment were discovered, men- 
tal specialists in private pracUce and in mental 
hospitals were having good success by the usual 
methods. It is estimated that of every ten patients 
entering mental hospitals and getting ordinary 
hospital treatment, G arc able to return to home 
or business although some of these may have to 
return to hospital for a further period of treat- 


If, then, about 6 in 10 patients with dementia 


praecox (persistent dream state) and those who 
are depressed and still others with other mental 
symptoms are able to leave the mental hospital, 
are these newer methods of treatment necessary or 
helpful? 
... 
An interesting comparison of the newer wun 


thc older methods is reported in the British Lancet 
by Drs H. Stalker, W. M. Millar, and J. M. Jacobs. 
They compared the results obtained in the treat- 
ment of 21S cases of schizophrenia—dementia prae- 
cox—divided into threes scries according to whether 
treatment was by ordinary hospital methods, by 
lessening sugar in the blood, or by drugs which 
caused convulsions—insulin and metrazol. From the 
standpoint of "numbers" cured, there was not 
much difference in the results obtained by the 
three methods. The patients recovered by ordinary 
hospital treatment in acute rases. Lessening the 
amount of sugar in the blood in the "depressed 
group gave good results. Using the drugs that cause 
convulsions appeared to be the best suited for pat- 
ients in stupor. The convulsive drug treatment was 
also useful in cases where the patients were not 
being helped by the usual psycho-analysis methods 
—finding thc circumstance or circumstances in the 
patient's life history that caused the symptoms and 
discussing them freely. 
However, the main reasons why these shock 


treatments arc not used in more cases is that many 
patients and the families of the patients object to 
them and also that injuries, especially to the spinal 
column, occur in a number of cases. 


However, when there has been no improvement 


for many months or years by the ordinary hospital 
methods, treatment with these convulsive drugs 
would appear to be worth trying.

Engineers Sesk Way» to 
Build 'Solid' Foundations 
Tests with the object of construct- 


ing buildings that will not settle are 
being conducted under the auspices 
of the Engineering' foundation. 


Prof. Gregory P. TschebotareH of 


Princeton university, who is head- 
ing i part of the studies, said build- 
ings constructed on rock— such as 
in New York— do not present a prob-' 
1cm to engineers. 


"But 
not to all cities," he said 


"are 
equally fortunate to have in 


many places rock within easy reach 
from the ground surface." 


He cited Shanghai, New Orleans 


and Mexico City as examples where 
soft soil deposits handicap the «m- 
tinser. 


"Rock lies at such depths," he 


siid, "that it cannot b« reached by 
a&y known foundation method. In 
such cases, considerable settle- 
ments become unavoidable. 
In 


Shanghai, one-foot settlement is con- 
sidered quit* normal for buildings 
founded on piles driven into the riv- 
er mud. - 


"In Mexico City, which holds the 


world championship for the most 
difficult foundation and toil condi- 
tions—soft mad 600 feet deep- 
heavy buildings resting on concrete 
*afts floating on the surface of that 
mud have been known to sink about 
nine feet into the ground." 


Tschebotareff said there were "in- 


numerable soils" which would settle 
under pressure and laid the "extent' 
»nd manner" o* yielding varied 
peatly.

more allied ships and the probable 
loss of at least 15 more lives. 


German submarine raiders sane

avon and the French liners Louisi- 
ane and Bretagne. British war- 
ships rescued six passengers and 
the crew of 56 of the Lochavon 
and approximately 350 passengers 
and sailors from the French liners. 


At least 15 were believed to 


have perished when the French 
ships went down. .Of 30 injured 
who were brought ashore, 10 were 
women. 


The Bretagne, 10,108-ton passen- 
jer ship, the 6,903-ton Louisiane 
and the 9,250-ton Lochavon, to-

Of 72 lost ships, 36 were Brit-
